:i.  SOUHCE'S  DESCRIPTION  CF  SITTING:  Hr.  WflHa^vas  on  duty  with  the 

Morrisrllle  GOC  Post  (GEOHET:  HJCQ  2]i3U)  which  is  located  in  the  town  of 
Morriswllle,  Mr,  Wiltshire's  tour  of  duty  was  from  2000  to  2200  hrs  EST 
on  the  6th  of  May  $6  and  13th  of  May  5^  respectively*  The  objects  were  called 
to  his  attention  by  Mr,  Fred  Green,  Manager  of  the  MorrisTille  Fourdiy,  who 
had  been  called  by  an  Tinjoiovn  SOURCE  in  V/atervillo,  Vermont  (GEOPEF  HJCQ  lhli2)« 
Mr.  Wiltshire  stated  that  he  saw  six  (6)  of  the  cbjeets  in  the  sighting  of 
6 Mar/'  56  but  did  not  know  their  bearing  from  his  location.  Two  (2)  of  the 
objects  were  directly  overhead  and  appeared  brighter  than  the  other  four  (It) 
located  approximately  35®  above  the  ho  risen  and  8®  to  the  left  of  the  other 
two  C 2)  objects.  The  weather  was  clear  with  few  scattered  clouds,  no  winds, 
cool  and  dry#  There  was  no  moonlight  and  few  stars,  IWo  objects  were  approxi- 
mately the  size  of  a grapefruit,  and  the  two  (2)- directly  overhead  were  approxi- 
mately the  size  of  a dime,  (Ejects  were  veiy  faint  and  seemed  to  remain  sus- 
pended* Objects  were  triangular  shaped  with  a small  tail  suspended  beneath# 

(See  Incl  1),  One  object  moved  behind  a doud  and  re-appeared.  All  objects 
aspeared  solid  and  had  distinct  edges.  The  smaller  objects  appeared  as  a bright 
star,  but  retained  a dear  outline,  Objects  were  in  the  same  position  when 
Mr.  Wiltshire  left  his  post  at  2200  hours,  EST,  6 May  1956* 

Mr.  Wiltshire's  sighting  on  13  May  $6  was  similar  to  th  e sighting  of  6 
May  56  with  the  exception  that  only  four  (h)  objects  were  observed,  Mr,  Wilt- 
shire was  facing  north  at  the  time  of  the  sighting  and  observed  only  one  (l) 
object  aiove*  He  did  not  reiReu&er  the  direction  of  flight.  'Ihe  moon  was  out 
on  the  evening  of  the  13  May  56,  The  objects  were  fanned  out  across  the  sky 
from  east  to  west.  Western  meet  cbject..was  aoproximately  15®  frem  north  and 
about  20®  above  the  horizon.

Mr.  Stand  cliff  inimed  lately  vent  to  the  GOC  Post 
in  Morrlsrille  (OBOPEF  HJCQ  2434) « Hr.  Standcllff  obsereed  only  three 
objacta.  Objects  were  positioned  fTom  north  to  east,  northernmost  object 
positioned  apperoxtaaately  5^  west  of  north,  center  object  positioned  approx- 
lioately  10*^  east  of  north  and  the  eastarmnost  object  approximately  90°  east 
of  north.

SOURCE'S  DESCRIPTION  CP  SIGHTING:  Mr.  Uhlteiaora  went  on  duty  at  the  Morris— 

vllle  GOC  Post  at  22C0  hours  SST,  13  May  1956  and  was  shown  the  object  by 
Mr,  PaynoEid  Wiltshire*  Mr,  Whitemore  observed  only  two  objects  for  a period 
of  appro:djnataly  1 hour,  Mr,  Uhlteioore  stated  the  object  at  the  end  of  the 
sighting  appear^  to  burst  and  disappear  from  view.  He  stated  the  objects 
were  clearly  outlined  against  the  sky  and  were  approrlmataly  the  size  of 
bright  stars,  Mr,  Whitemore  stated  the  objects  were  west  of  his  position 
at  the  time  of  sighting.
